Coroner's Inquest, &o. 


For three or four years past all tire- 


friends of Henry Bramer, the keeper of 
the Union house, have noticed that he 
was-always sad and despondent and that" 
nothing could make him appear happy. 
Various causes have -been ascribed for 
this, but the one which had the most 
credence were that hlslamiiy relations 
were not happy.- He lias twen heardto 
frequently make use of the expression, 
"When a man is dead he sleeps sound 
and nothing can disturb his rest." For 
death he seemed to have a longing, and, 
aa he was a weak man in physical frame, 
he thought that the. grim monster was 
not far distant. He has for years been 
trying to "drown all 'sorrows in the 
cup," and the consequence was that; at 
the time of his death, and for.'soinc time 
preceding, hia brain- was half crazed 
with whiskey. He courted death, and, 
thinking that disease was too slow a 
method'to accomplish it, about 6 o'clock 
Thursday, he took a revolver,, arid plac- 
ing it against his forehead he flred. The 
ball penetrated the skull and lodged in 
the back part of his head. 


The only persons in the house at the 


time of his suicide, were his .wife and 
daughter. The latter, hearing the re- 
port, hurried up stairs into her father's 
room, on seeing 'him "nil covered o'er 
and reeking with gore,"-• she rushed 
screaming to her mother, and told her to 
"gp and l3ce father."/: Mrs. Bramer went 
up stairs, asking her husband what he 
had done, and, on seeing the blood rush 
from a ghastly wound on his forehead, 
she was almost overcome. She recover- 
ed herself, however, and commenced 
washing his wound, and doing all in her 
power to give him relief. lie was laid 
on the bed, and said he was tired of life 
and would soon slop into eternity, 
fle 


remained quiet and seemed so easy that 
his wife hoped the injury, was slight.and 
that he-would soon recover therefrom, 


Mr. Win. Den/,, Bramer's son-in-law, 


did not reach the house until half an 
hour after the shot was fired. As soon 
as he arrived he was sent for Dr. Durr, 
who came without delay, and on probing 
the wound found .(hat it extended to the 
back of the head, and was sure to 
prove fatal. 
This news was a source of 


renewed anguish to the family. 


The daughter, still believing that her 


father might recover, sent for Doctor 
Stoner, and when ho corroborated what 
Durr had already said, she gave up 
"hoping against hope." Bramer breath- 
ed his last yesterday morning at eight 
o'clock.

Yesterday evening Coroner Anngst 


was notified, and that- official at once 
proceeded to summon a jury of twelve 
men, to decide as to what had caused 
Bramer's duath. After hearing all the 
evidence, and Jduly deliberating, the 
jury handed in the following 


VEIID1CT. 


We the jury, impanncled by Coroner 


Daniel Aungst, for the purpose of deter- 
mining what caused the death of Henry 
Bramer, after due examination of the 
body, and hearing the evidence, do_ find 
that he came to his death by a pistol, 
fired by his own hand. 


Bramer hasxjn two previous occasions 


tried to take his own life. About three 
years ago'he attempted to cut hia own 
throat, biit was prevented. He succeed- 
ed, however, in cutting a gash, which, 
after it was 'healed, left an ugly scar, 
which he carries with him to the grave. 
Last year he took the rather novel meth- 
odI of throwing himself on the';rallroad 
track, but he was disce'vered in time to 
save his life. 


Henry Bramer was bovn in North Ger- 


many, in 1818, and was, therefore, in his 
57th year. He emigrated to this Coun- 
try 17 years ago, and lived for ten years 
in St. Louis. He came to-this city in 
1868, and purchased the Union House, 
which he kept as* tavern until the time 
of his death. 


The funeral will take place to-morrow 


afternoon at 2 o'clock. 


VAHDALISM. 


Some mischievous rascals have been 


amusing themselves for months just by 
pulling off gates, and carrying them 
blocks away, and making a display of 
their vandalism in. various other ways. 
The late improvements which were made 
on the: gates, rendered it impossible to 
carry them aw»y without a good deal of 
labor. They have, therefore, abandoned 
this sort of "fun," and for several weeks 
have been amusing themselves by tak- 
ing away buggies, wagons, &c. A few 
nights ago, Mr. P. T. Lscke missed his 
buggy, and could not find it again after 
a day's diligent search. On the night 
following two wheels of. a large piano 
wagon mysteriously 'disappeared, and 
could nowhere be found. Then Mr. L. 
waxed wroth, he swore vengeance against 
the perpetrators, started out, determined 
on.finding those wheels. He searched 
up and down several streets and alleys, 
and finally, by chance, found the "miss- 
ing property nicely secreted between 
a board fence and'an outside building 
He put them on his wagon again, and 
was enraged still to think that he could 
hear nothing from his buggy, which he 
has frequently had occasion to use.aince 
its disappearance. 


We learn upon good.authority that in 


that part of our city there is a secret, 
order, which claims about 25 members 
—all young men, from the ages of 15 to 
19. This organization has been in ex-, 
istence over a year, und. has done a good 
deal of harm to property, as'well as 
ruffling-the temper for scores of citizens. 
To give a detailed account of the -dam- 
age these young rascals have done would 
take columns. About a year ago, they 
turned cows, horses and hogs, into the 
residence lot of Col: P. W. Taylor; wh«re 
were "apple and peach trees fruited 
deep," besides beautiful flower gardens. 
Of course everything was destroyed.— 
'This is only one of the numerous in- 
stances of the kind that have occurred. 


This order, the solo object of which is 


to make mischief and do injury; should 
be broken up, and the members fined or 
made to pay for the damage they have 
done.
